On Wednesday tbe attendance was very small; tlte royal party were not 
present. The next day {when the gold cup was run for) the course was crowded, 
and the royal cortege were well received. 

Slieet Anchor, first fovoritr for the Cup, suddenly fell|oui of the betting—like 
Ebberston in tbe Derby at Ejisora : the partita have done tbe trick—but they 
must quit the turf. On Friday, the. races were very scantily attended. Here is 
“ tlie leader” to tlie races from Belt'i l.ijt in LenJ»K,oJ June 5 Ik. 

Tnxsi: Race* commenced on Tuesday Inst, but under circumstances for from 
gratifying u« tlie patrons of the sjmrt, or creditable lo tlie character of the Meet¬ 
ing. 'll must be admitted that there was considerable «f u falling off of company 
on’the first day, as compared with former years, and certainly, throughout the 
week, an obvious diininulmu in the attendance of those distinguished individuals 
whose countenance of tlie amusements of the turf is only excited by the desire to 
improve tlie breed of horse*, and by the encouragement which is given to bring 
»,vid catilr to the post. The detail of the races of each day will show that the 
stakes were far interior to what might have been expected from the amount ol 
subscription known to be annually collected, as well as extremely deficient in in¬ 
terest, considering the popularity which the name of Ascot lias obtained, and the 
splendid assemblage ot rank and fashion w hich is annually attracted to tlie Heath, 
foremost among whom are their Majesties and the brilliant guests w ho are invited 
at this season to tlie Castle. Tlie re must be, as was lunUd in a letter signed 
“ Fair Play,” in our last week’s j mi per, “ something rotten 111 the State of Den¬ 
mark " The system of collecting and appropriating subscription* must be radi¬ 
cally I Kid, and sdfish interests must in some way interfere with public, gratifica¬ 
tion, ns well us with tbe interests of the surrounding country, which, it is well 
known, are grxuiv promot'd by the ««ntiu.il return of these sjmrts; mid we think, 
in common with hinny of our correspondents that while reform is taking place 
in other matters, it should In- exieikhd to the “ secret few who have Intlierto 
"rule i the roast" m that quarter. Wc litivr reason to believe that his Majesty 
ha. expressed a stroug opinion on tins subject, and that Lord Errol, who, as 
Master of tlie Bock-hounds, acts ns one of the Stewards, is fully imprts.-ed with 
the ju*t grounds of complaint which have arisen. At present, there seems to be 
no check on those wlio assume tli- character of managers at these Races, nor 
have tlie subscrib rs any mode of calling m question tie- appropriation of their 
liberal contributions. This i* decidedly nhjectumuhlr, und we venture to stigges: 
liiul n Racing Committee should he appointed, with power lo lei the ground, col¬ 
lect subscriptions, and apply tlie surplus niter due proviMou has been mude for 
the necessary expeuse of keeping the course its older and preserving regularity, 
to tlie legitimate purposi of encouraging Racing, by creating Mlukrs of su-'lt 
value as will render it worth the while of the proprietors of horse* of known ce¬ 
lebrity lo bring tlieir stud*to ibe spot, and contend for the prizes; and. further, 
that this Committee should make nu mutual return of tlieir receipts and rxpendi- 
lurc, by way of wholewuue supervision l util this lie done, no essential giHvi 
.can be secured, and the far-famed Ascot Meeting will uwindle into a mere assem¬ 
blage of cocktails, interesting orJy to those wlm vek a pretetu’e fo- n rountrv 
juuin. From what wr kuow of Loo I Errol, we are quite jtersuaded Ik- will turn 
his attention to this subject; and w-trust, by anotIter season, we shall witness 
" a consummation devoutly to lie a tsheil —.1 cunsuituiialioil whscli must restore 
something like vigor to the Meeting, end prevent the insignificance into which it 
is fast sinking. With th-se observations, we siiall proceed 10 notice flu doings 
of the week, os far as tlie cnuipuuy is conce.-uel, recording the sjmrts of each day 
ill succession ut the conclusion.

[or as many skillings], and I cauuot get a titrtliuig uu account.” 'J'lies.- are an¬ 
noyance* incident to ull popular asseinblies, und " what rannut be cured must lie 
endured." Still, they have tlieir inconveniences, and llley are yet more objection¬ 
able among tlie fair sex, yclept “ tbe elite of Usiwou," wlm. wlieu decorat'd with 
the newest foslunr.*—the last imported by Madame Francus, froia Fails, and de¬ 
cidedly " unique —-discover their milliners or their slmrintdcrr*’ wives bedizened 
in finery the perfect “ Ike simile" of their own, every whit as expensive, and, per¬ 
haps, manufaciiuad by tlie very same " marelwiide de modes." This is eren 
worse, perhaps, thmi the Noble Lord tiring reminded of .‘.lie debtor sale of the 
Jedger, as lie may console himself with tlie reflection, "That a fellow w ho can 
afford logo to the races does not warn money; but the wound .1 the vanity of 
a woman admits of mo consolation tjeyisid tlie pious wish, that the cause of un¬ 
easiness may be soused in Virginia Water, rntherlhaii gin and water, liefore she 
get* btsue. But, to proceed w ith our description :— 

We have said, and sasd truly, that the morse on Tuesday was far from being

rerilyingthr. word* of tlie |v»t ( we do not speak literally), that " Ijsauty, when 
unadoriied, is adorned th • most," and to whose example we should le tuqipy to 
refer llei.se tawdry dolls, who, in apuig their tkshionsble siqieriors, forget 1 In fable 
of th-.- monkey that hud s -en tlie world, and wImi were evidently ut nui'-h out of 
■tlieir place as Jncko himself when he relurnnd to his native w'<iods, with all tlie

In point of numerical strength, wr sltould say the muster 
of vi«itors fully equalled any funner ytsir, ami tlie desire of enjoyment w as 
squally apparent There was tlie same suceesaint) of Volli y* friMii tin- Cham¬ 
pagne baiiitlioo—the same reja-'.itioit al' irregular discharges from tlie ("in ami 
slierry corps in the centre, ami tlie equal!)' lively fir« from I lie jHirter aud ale com- 
paincs on the dank*: while n very “ spirited” support was derived fr.im the bush 
rangers who spread in counties* groups over the surlarr of th> lieuih The 
ctmiuussnriul <lr|u'r;intiil was wlnurably sup|ilird throughout, and perhaps a 
multitude was never more successful in securing a signal victory over tlieir ap- 
|irtiits Among otlier branch'-* of (Ik- commissariat division, our attention w as 
particularly ..llinet/d by a sort of " pro bnno publico” store provsled by Measts.

At lust the royal cortege arrived in the ord< r pretty similar to that described mi 
Tuesday, and tlieir Majesties were nguiu recctvtd w ith enihtisiaktic clieers. The 
ccittrse whs cleared with some difficulty, und tlie sjiorts then pn«rededas de«crilied 
ill ilu return of the |;K*es. Before tlie day was concluded, however, it Was 
proved that pleasure is not without Us alloy. No sooner vus the Gold Cup run 
fur than heavy clouds gathered o'er the heath, und a h'-avy slmwer sent thr gay 
groups wiiirli parad'd the promenade scampering to tlieir earriugra; these were 
closed as ex|iniitiously ns jmssililc. where tlieir construction js n nit led such a cere¬ 
mony ; but numbers liemg open, or halfdt>-ad<i|, such a refuge wasdeiiirtl, ami in

FOX HUNTING IN CANADA. 

Dear Mu. Ehitou,— A voice from alar! and fur-fetched, (terhaps, it will be 
tbuughi by most of your readers, wlien they find an attempt is made to give an 
account of hunting in such a Buck-woods place us Canada is generally thought 
to lie —A (rack of fox-hounds, however, there is in Montreal, which, considering 
the very short season they can hunt, and the many difficulties and disadvantages 
they have lo contend with ill a new country, work wonders. With tliriii are 
generally ten or twelve men, wlaisc “ Bits of Piuk " mm other etceteras, would 
not disgrace a Melton field, nml who, iu their gallant manner ot charging lh<- 
snake and c.xlar fences, might almost fiosc even a eruck across the Unorn coun¬ 
try.—these fences, w ith yawners on each side, being ugly things to look at. 

There had lieeu a pack of hounds kept, ami most excellent sport shown, in 
Lower Canada for several years, by n gentleman, whose liighstuiiding, extreme 
popularity, and fondness of the iinbl- xt sjairt of Ins native lam), calculated him, 
of all others, to lie th.- founder of fox-lmntiug (iu tint English stylej in this 
valuable part of our British possessions. Il may Ik more convincing than the 
assertions of Mr. Roebuck, to show what evils tin: Demon of Agiuutoii, whieh 
hates every thing English, is at present working (and encouraged by him lo do 
so) with the p-aceful nml happy |ieople of these provinces, wIk-ii 1 state, that 
one of Ins mil assailed ill the Mouse of Assembly tlie character of the gentleman 
in question in the most violent manner, merely liecntise he kept u pack of IhhiihIs. 

It was their thrilling notes and the In-art-stirring view-holloa of tlK-tr brave old 
English gentleman master, that caused fear and trembling in llieir souls.—But 
hark back 1 I aiu running jioliticul riot. These hounds 1 sin sorry to say have 
been given up; tlie Montreal hunt got a valuable addition to their forre at tlie 
tinK, but unfortunately lost a great part of them hy a kind of madness that got 
uuo the kennel. The Montreal hunt owe, I believe, their first start to u sporting 
English butcher, who brought out with him two or three couple of hounds. This 
hem of the cleaver, with some addition to the strength of these, wus mounted, 
dressed, und b-cmiic huntsman, supported by the present able master of tlie hunt, 
and a few thorough going ones like himself, and 1 aui told, a more indefutigable 
fellow-lo find a fox. and k-.p his smull numbers on him, never existed; and Ids 
voice with hounds and view-hilloa will long Ik- remembered by the select few 
that heard Iiiiii. The year following a club wus formed, and a very fair sub¬ 
scription raise I, by winch, with s -v.-ral couple of hounds got out from England, 
and other clian -e additions, a pack was established. Morris, the present hunts¬ 
man, succeeded * Marrow-Boacs, ’ a 1 1 a I letter hand to get away with hounds and 
live with them never wore a cap. His nerve is astonishing, and lie rides n horse 
well calculated lo indulge Ins rasping propensities. Set Morris on York, nml 
what will slop litem ? No mao ns yet was ever Isirn |icrfei'i, nod il would lie 
better if Morris had some of his predecessors' old Smithfield qualities in cover, 
and in seeing more of l>is hounds, und keeping n keener eye to them wIkii going 
from, and coniiug to lunne; mi l taking a little more pains in staying longer to 
get them out of large covers ut the end of tlie day. But he has many redeeming 
virtues. They hunted until the present season, the immediate neighborhood of 
Montreal, and a country aliout eighteen miles from home, culled “ Point Clair ” 
The former was heavy work, large cov«‘rs, and large swamps ami “ Jean Bap¬ 
tiste,” hark-d oh by Mods. Papim-nu, occasionally turned out with pitch-forks, 
and even guns, to stop les saert-s chasseurs dn rot,” as they termed the lads in 
scarlet. And here a very good story of Morris will not be mil of plaee. Wish¬ 
ing lo go ill • n -urest wuy from one cover lo another, tire field, early last season, 
took a road leading through the farm of “ tin Habitant,’' and pushing close to his 
dwelling; but on approaching the muisoi i, they were met by the whole force 
thereof,—“ le |>eredc faiuille” armed with a gun, his sons with pitch-forks, whilst 
tha women screamed sucre- on the red-conled riders. Not wishing to raise a 
whole village by showing fight, they turned their lmrses' heuds to the regular road. 
Morris, however, liking no such trouble, i leured a five railed fence, and wus 
making Lis way at a canter, with the pack ut his heels, wlien he was brniiglit up 
by something or other, I believe some late standing oats, and was surrmutdud by 
tlie owners of the soil. Sadly liesei by three or four of the pitch fork armed, lie, 
eulier to give the field notice of hts danger, or by eliaucr. pulled out his horn, 
when lo his astonishment, down on their marrow-bouts diopt Ins fcrmal.ible 
Ibex, crying out most lustily, “ O, mon Dicu, lie tirez pas.”—Morris taking a I- 
vaolage of their, to him, glorious mistake, nearly friglilrned them to death, mid 
then rod* off to telltlae field so good njok-.—Tiie Point Clair country is the Ox¬ 
fordshire of Lower Canada—nothing but stone walls, and very little cover, but 
plenty of fiixcs. Many were tlie brilliant runs they hod in it, and long will lie 
cherished its recnllei-uoii. by tltose who have seen the flying performances of Dcr- 
tuelfcl, the Doctor, Caraskeen, and Jilinumx, and though last, not least, that 
straight goer of the neighborhood on his roan son of old imported Bedford. The 
dinners, too, the flow of soul Jiul song, tin- ebullition of honest English feeling, 
true tn church ami state, the sporting toasts, and more sporting men who sur¬ 
rounded the mahogany, told that England's sons were there. The distance, how¬ 
ever, to Point Clair was so great, ami the hunt had tlie pleasure of seeing u pro- j 
lulu lory threat in a newspn|ter advertisement, ut the commencement of last sea¬ 
son. signed by the influent nils of the parish, warning them to hunt there, no 
more.—Mims. Papineau again. A proposal was made U> try ihe other side of 
the river, wliere targe traverse-boat* cross every half hour, nearly op|xisile the 
town. Their first day in this country proved its merit, for tlie one or two mem¬ 
bers who hud gone to report, had a run of an hour and a kill in a complete open 
couatry, and the only fault was loo many foxes, the country being for many 
mites a common intersected with only ditdies, and with occasional knolls anil 
stripes ot low brushwood. It would have done the hearts good of those who 
have lo complain of blank days, to have witnessed the first two or three times 
some of the small covers were drawn Away they trotted out, black, silvery, 
and the old color, und as tliey lidd got on their winter jackets the while tag 
showed well, (tlie quantity of fur a fox carries in Canada makes his brush twice 
the size of English foxes.) Here began a series of such brilliant work, tiiat the 
two days a week they had hunted this country told at tire end of tlie season u 
heavy talc of blood; and desperate was the struggle, mid long the run that Rey¬ 
nard mode to rid himself of liis deadly pursuers in moat of these. In fact, they 
hod some as clipping runs us any “ Chasseur du Roi ” neods wish for: and their 
last day for the season will give u pretty fair idea of how “ the trick ” can be 
done in this out of the way place. 

Strong wus tlie muster ut the traverae boat in the morning, and ominously 
joyful looked the face of each man as he rude into tlie boat. “ A sou berly wind 
and a dourly skyyiroclaim it u hunting morning," and many a joking prognosti¬ 
cation was made as to what was to take pluee, until landed on tlie opposite shore. 
They begun by trying some small covers aliout four miles from the place of 
landing, which were drawn blank. They then headed towards “ Laprairie," 
trying several likely bits of brush and fern on the way, und it was not long before 
was heard Morris’ welcome sound of •* Hark to music! hark!’’ He had gone off 
in great haute, and it was some time before the pack got away to the leading 
hounds. Together, however, tliey got with a burning aernt, and there they went, 
bursting from one small knoll of grass and weeds to nnntlicr, with a crash of 
tongue that was maddening. His line was evidently to a large cover not a great 
distance oft'; this, however, he merely skirted, and now tliey gallantly headed 
to the common country before dcscrilied, with a scent breast high, and the- pace 
racing; be went straight for about four miles, wlien he was headed back by some 
|ieople ploughing, nnd made uguiu for llo: small covers where he was found ; 
these lie run through goine his best for the large one, but instead of ringing or 
staying in tlus pi.-ce of old cover, be went through it like a line. Anil now the 
pack dashed into view, fast and direct from Chumbly River, which tliey soon 
reuched—end now they stem the running stream. Water wus something new 
to two of the field now leading, who poll-si rein nnd cast many a wistful look at 
the gallant puck as tliev shot nway over the Laprairie common, whilst a tulde 
cloth might have covered them. Morris, however, at the monu-iit runic up, and 
went at it us he »oesal every thing, jumping down a bank into tlie river Old 
Ynrkdisap|ienred, and tlie only thing to Ik seen was the cap of his rider; duck- 
like. however, they rose again, and in a few second* every scarlet coat w as breast 
high in the Cliuuibly's then turbed waters. Forwsrd, was tlie cry! His line 
««s now evidently right across the Laprairie common; and across it be did go, 
and those after him that would nut leave him, crossing tlie new line of rail-road, 
between that and Sl John's, ami was run in aliout a mile further on. Most of 
ihe fi-ld were up to see the worry. The distance gone over without a rlieck must 
have been something like fourteen miles. 

The long und dreary winter of Canada set in the day following, and tlie hounds 
were sons after distributed to their winter quarters—I cannot ronchidt without 
toying that tribute which is so due to the present master of the hunt. His exer¬ 
tions last season to ensure a good subscription had its reward ; his rxtremr good 
msuagrmeut whilst tlie hounds arc in keunel, and his other arrangements, de¬ 
serves the thanks of all true lovers of the iqiort: and his attention tn S|ioniiig 
•trsiKers in getting them mounted, gcii> rally from his own stable, is a proof 
that they have tlie right sort of jierson nt their heaiL No distance or weather 
»»*r finds him wanting. It wonkf be well if those who talk so much ahout sup 
porting every thing that is English, (and miuiy of them “itf trig*” of Mon- 
tre.il.) would put turir hands in their |>ock<ts ill siip|mrt of England's noblest 
Ton, and which luis been tlu- cradle to many of the tests of her mos- daring 
sms. I will venture it were worth all tlleir “ lieef-steak clubs ” put tngellitr.

We have little in addition to offer beyond a 
few passing remarks on the liesettin^ siu of play—it* demoralising effects, ami 
the lunientuble consequ- nces which follow in it* accursed train. MiJirn we recnl 

to reinembraiice the.. individuals who liave (alien victims to tin* hateful 

pursuit—tlie disgrace to which men have been exposed, and the mill which it has 
entailed on families, we are lost hi asloiuslniirni ili.it persons can be found “ so 
w-eak ill reason, and so |HM>r in 1 bought,’ ns to cihiiiiiu themselves to the mercy 
of swindlers in lit- garb of gentlemen, and on tin Intsard of a die or tlie issue of 
a race, tint only slake fortune, but, as iM«i dft'-n *)*e case, even lifr itself?

Mr. Craven was — 
though a gambler—n nun of high honor, ami it was that aic* aanse of honor 
wlitcli led to the eoiuraiasioii of the fatal net He was one of those men so hap¬ 
pily constituted as to make few enemies and many friends, and although, to bur 
row from the sporting vocabulary, lie hail been “ ut every tiling in the ring," be 
never in one instance, save tlie last, could lie said lo f .rgel— 

“ that honorable stop, 

Not to outs|K>rt discretion.’’ 

He was beloved and respected by all who knew him, and in proportion us li- was 
so beloved nnd respected, so is Ik lninen'.ed. no I so .« it tu be regrelt«d that a 
inau possessed of so niunv social virtues should have fallen a victim lo overween¬ 
ing sensibility—lo a high, but mistermed s.-nse of honor—in his case, more 
properly speaking, a delusion of mind 

Mr. Craven had Isreii more th hi forty years in the “ ring,” and dunng that |k- 
rmd nrver lost tire character of a gcull- man As may be supposed, he h.<d sac¬ 
rificed a good fortu ik, and. although in early lifo Ik had gone through the initia¬ 
tory course of a victim, in latter years Ik honorably ulislamed ftom visiting “ tlie 
* ns of the fathers ii|*ni the sons,” nor wusever known to take an unfair advan¬ 
tage of inexperience, or to ieiul liunself to the well-undcrttood knavery of 
privileged “ greeks. H • won un-l lost upon the square, und never suffered even 
necessity to turn tlie current of his thoughts into a channel that wouid lead Inui lu j 
Ins-- that self r.-<|Ks-l winch sn-tained Iiiiii at all tiur •* und seasons, •- tliruugh evil 
report aial through giK*l report,” and rather tli.ui sully which, iu u niom- iit of 
frenzy. Ik pluccd n pistol to lus head, preferring in '• li*«r no lifir ” than to live on, 
desjNulfd ot lus greatest treasure—a spoil-ss reputation In u more honurabli- 
cause this would have fos-n iiuitle; but when coupled with the association of 
gaining, it can only Ik viewed u* inadnrs*. Such was the man, ami such (Ik 
character of the lust victim of the destructive vice of play! 

Mr. Craven's losses were under H.taxp , and had Ik- survived the Oaks, it L 
probable, from the state of his books, that lie would nearly have covered his defi¬ 
ciency on the Derby. As soon .is it was known to Ins bnnher-m-law, Lord 
Seftou, and his nephew, Lord Craven, that Ik had lost, they had agreed between 
ilicui lu save him from dishonor by paying lus engagements. This was urrunged 
on the Derby night, but no opportunity being uff-.rded, it was not communicated 
tn Inm. or, iu all probability Ik would have ts-eu alive ut this moment. Irwlecd, 
hud not this le-eu inieiuievl—h.ul Ik- lost on tlie Oaks, and by that meuns 
increased his difth-uhics, few uf those to wIkhh he stood indebted would, so 
universally was he res|iecled, have psttsed him His principal losses wi re lo 
Lord Uxbridge, Gretiorex. Bland, and Wnrrall. To the former, l,*kl(l/., lo 
Greatorex, l.IKKV., Bland, 1,000.'., nitd Wnrrall ubnul 0001. He also lost to 
Lamls Jersey, George B-.-iitmck, and Albert CiM.yiigiiam, George Payne, mul 
ollKrs, lull not to a large aim.lint 

Mr Craven was united to a French lady with whom lie hud lived previously 
for some years, und whom, tint being able to make that provision for her lo which 
lie foil she was enlilhd, be inarrml. His cuikIuci in this particular, though of¬ 
fensive to sonic of lus l»-st friends, was characterised by that noble sentiment of 
honor and f-cling which jirevaiUs) with him nliuo»l to a fault. By Mrs. Craven 
Ik has left n daughter There ur- not many men nn tlie turf, had tliey ten lives, 
and had diol ten deaths, for whom half the sympathy would be felt ns we have 
seen expressed lor tlie fate of Berkeley Craven. 

In the list of the " couldn’t pay,' or Levanting gentry on tlie Derby, t Jo- names 
of Kidsdnlc, Wngstaff, Stretch, (who wus a winner oQ tlie Derby Inst year of 
something like thirty ttlimrrihd poutith .') and Gill, stand most coaspicuoiis. The 
three first named individuals have been lung known to tlie “ ring,” tlie two former 
in particular, who have inunilaiu-sJ but an equivocal reputation among iIk fogs of 
tlie turfi Gill is a clerk lo Mr. Beavun, tlie solicitor, of Sackville-streei, and 
bus. unknown, it 15 lo hr hnprd, to liis cmplnyn-, lieeu lung engaged m liettiiig 
speculations. Tins is the same party who uptieured the other day ns witness in 
a hill cause. Hitchcock r Way, tried Ir-fore Sir. Justice Coleridge, and wlm, ill 
liis cross-examination, admitted ilia: lie wus coiniectcil with the turf, and had to 
do with men engaged in gambling transactions. He wuau defaulter on the Derby 
to the tune of 3.0INV If gcnilr-.iien—men at least of rank and station in society 
— will Ik! wuh, und admit u|kiu terms of equality, ei-iUrant ostlers, valets, and 
attorney’s clerks, they deserve to be taken in. If uu useful, and, in tlie firs: in¬ 
stance, well-intentioned object is to be perverted to purpose* of triclicry and fraud, 
how much more dignified it would be, on tin- part of titled swindlers, to make 
eogag* meuis with thus.- only of llieir own rank, leaving the lower grade of 
sharpen to “ work theoracle " among themselves. A gentleman cannot, tn our 
opinion, degrade himself more Ilian by making a bet with oim in the rank of liis 
own servant. Until some plan of line sort l>e .-.greed upon— some distinction 
made between tlie gentleman and th» blackguard—the race-course will not he 
purged of tliose gangs of knaves who at present infest it, and who have degraded 
it lo the stamp of u Uuodranl hell, wliere all distinction is lost in the double, but 
common, object of pluialering and being plundered. 

Simon, but more commonly known in the play world as " King" Digby, 
from his skill in '* palming ’’ that card at eearth, and who long enjoyed an unen¬ 
viable notoriety aitum- the legs at tlie club at Brighton, is living in obscurity in 
Devonshire. lie has tiecn, Imwever, recently iu town, and was seen at Epsom 
during the races, >harp -ly upon the look-out, it was presumed, for fiutf. 

The old ruffian of St. James's-strret lias been hit to a large amount of late, and 
in a way that has surpris 'd all the knowing frequenter* of the great pandemo¬ 
nium. Mortimer Ru urdo, of the Lifo Guards, Iijs, by an astonishing run of 
go<»1 luck, won. at hazard, upwards of thirty Ihvusrtnd pnarndt! Such a conti¬ 
nuous tide of fortune lias not been known in the play world fiir years. Tlie old 
stagers are amazod, and iIk young ones are dying lo find out iIk secret calculation 
by winch tlie Captain lias been enabled to defeat tlie tactics of Crock ford Sefutii 
lays it down as gospel, that he must lie cither “ the devil, or a Jew." That lie is 
not the former, we have A'tir-rious masons lor liei'ieting; that he may Ik a Jew, 
orof Jewish extraction, we are wa prepared so confidently to deny. If hr has 
really U>-en lie- winner tn the extent named, and there is vary little doubt aliout 
the matter, we strongly recommend him to secure his prize, and never again be 
teuipud to stake unot tier guinea nt a play-table: for lie may be assured of this, 
that hr will lint Ik affhrdrel tie opportunity—«i hast, the chances are against 
him—of such an unbroken chair uf good fortune. He may retire now, with a 
name immortalized—immortalized by no merit of his own, bnl by a whim of 
tht blind goddess, whr.se favors are courted by many, but bestowed on few. For 
the mine, in the old proverb, of the “devil's luck," that of “ Ricard* " lias been 
already substituted among the members of the great pest house, and which name 
will, if the owner leave off play, like lus wlm *• find tlie Ephesian dome, ’ outlive 
that of tlie hellish fiend (Crockford ) who built the modern te«t|4e of infamy. 

A wager has been announced which must be very interesting to tlie public, 
since Osbuldesiun, the manager of Elibertsoti. is the prime mover He hs* bet 
a publican fifty pounds that he cannot draw three tlmusand five hundred glasses 
of ale in twelve liours.
